English-French  Model  Schools 


Notice  is  hereby  given  by  the  Department  of  Education  that  the  follow¬ 
ing  modifications  have  been  made  in  the  Regulations  affecting  the  English- 
French  Model  Schools : 

1.  Beginning  next  midsummer,  the  June  and  August  examinations 
for  admission  will  be  held  in  the  following  subjects  on  the  courses  p>ro- 
scribed  for  the  Junior  Public  School  Diploma  examination : 

Reading,  Writing,  Spelling,  Art,  Elementary  Science,  English  Litera¬ 
ture,  Geography,  English  Composition,  English  Grammar,  Canadian  His¬ 
tory,  Arithmetic,  Algebra. 

Candidates,  however,  who  have  been  preparing  the  Literature  selec¬ 
tions  prescribed  for  the  regular  Model  School  Entrance  examination  may 
substitute  the  paper  thereon  for  the  paper  prescribed  for  the  Junior  Diploma 
examination. 

As  a  result  of  the  foregoing  changes  in  the  prescription  of  work  for 
admission  to  the  English-French  Model  Schools,  examinations  in  the  fol¬ 
lowing  subjects  are  not  prescribed  therefor : 

British  History,  Geometry,  Physical  Geography,  Chemistry. 

The  course  in  these  subjects  will  be  taken  up  in  the  English-French 
Model  Schools  along  with  the  other  subjects  of  the  Senior  Grade  of  Form 
V  of  the  Public  and  Separate  Schools. 

2.  The  answer  papers  will  be  read  and  the  results  settled  in  Toronto 
at  the  Department. 

3.  All  the  other  Regulations  relating  to  the  examination  for  Entrance 
into  the  English-French  Model  Schools,  including  the  payment  of  the 
examination  fee  of  $5  and  the  prescription  of  an  examination  in  French 
Grammar  and  in  French  Composition,  will  remain  in  force. 

4.  Application  for  tbe  June  examination  shall  be  made,  as  heretofore, 
on  or  before  May  1st,  to  tbe  Public  School  Inspector,  from  whom  forms  of 
application  may  be  obtained.  The  time-table  of  tbe  June  examination 
appears  on  tbe  next  page.  Full  information  concerning  the  August  ex¬ 
amination  will  be  found  in  the  Syllabus  of  the  Summer  Model  Schools.

(2)  The  conditions  under  which  candidates  are  permitted  to  write  on  the 
bonus  paper  in  Manual  Training  or  Household  Science  or  Agriculture  and 
Horticulture  or  Book-keeping  and  Writing  are  given  in  Departmental  Ex. 
Reg.  37  (2). 

(3)  For  the  examination  in  Book-keeping  and  Writing,  candidates  should 
provide  themselves  with  rulers. 

(4)  For  the  examination  in  Art,  candidates  should  come  supplied  with 
rulers,  pencils,  compasses,  erasers,  pens,  water-colours,  and  brushes.  They  will 
also  need  water-pans  and  a  convenient  supply  of  water. 

(5)  For  the  examination  in  Manual  Training,  candidates  should  provide 
themselves  with  drawing  boards,  tee  squares,  set  squares,  rulers,  compasses 
and  erasers. 

(6)  The  examination  in  Reading  may  be  taken  either  from  4  to  5  p.m. 
on  any  day  of  the  examination  or  at  such  other  times  as  will  cause  least  incon¬ 
venience  to  the- candidates.
